LEAK IN AQUEDUCT TUBE. 


One Hundred Laborers In Hudson Bore 
Narrowly Escape Fleod. 


The tunnel under the Hudson River at 
Storm King, which is being constructed 
by the city in connection with the Cats- 
kill Aqueduct, has received a serious set- 
back -through an unfortunate explosion 
of dynamite, which occurred Baturday 
afternoon. In starting the tunnel the en- 
gineérs first sank @ 1,150-foot shaft per- 
pendicularly near "the east bank of the 
Hudson. When well below the beg of the 
river they began the horizontal bore, and 
had reached & point. 250 feet. westwatd 
under the river on Saturday. 

“D the afternoon a. blast was set 
off. Thé force et the explosion slightiy 
patted-a rift in the rock Of the river bed: 
The 100 laborers in the tunnel saw_water 
streaming down the sides of the tunnel, 
and, without stopping to investigate, they 
rushed back through the 250-foot tube to 
the hoists and were hauled to the sur- 
face as quickly as possible.

De la Barra Speake to Ite: Representa: 
tives—Asks Denunelation of Killing 
of Spaniarde—Hopes for Peace.

MEXICO CITY, April 26.—AN depart- 
ments of the Government are marking 
time to-day, with the exception of the 
legislative branch, whose committees 
are everywhere and all pervasive. : 

The Committee on Educational Mat- 
ers is conferring with Sefior Vera Ea- 
tanol, the new, Minister of Wducation. 
It is alleged that the new Minister 
found a few hours after his induction 
into office that one-half of the school 
teachers on the’ Federal district’s‘pay- 
roll have no corporal existence. . 

Another committee was with Minister 
Cosio at the Wér Office to-day asking 
questions in regard to the deficiencies 
in the Federal army organization, re- 
vedled by the recent operations. 

- While I applauded the awakening of 
the Deputies yesterday, to-day I suf- 
fered from it. When the hour came for 
my appointment with Minister Liman- 
tour, a committee of Congréss filed in 
wanting to ‘talk finance, and Sefior 
Limantour said to me: “A new ere 
Congress will have to take precedence 
over the foreign "So I cannot 
give you the: benefit of the Finance 
Minister’s impressions to-day. 
Protest Sent te London. 


Official announcement was made this 
afternoon of the fact sent by me to 
Tom New York Times several days 
ago that Mexico had protested in a 
formal but friendly way against the 
landing of British marines at San Quin- 
tin, Lower) California. This and the 
atrocious murder of six Spaniards by 
rebéls in the State of Puebla are sen- 
sations enough for one day. The streets 
are delirious with newsboys shouting 
extras and extraordinarios. 

In default of official. announcements, 
those who like to prophesy and have 
done: so ‘with some success recently say 
that Leredo or Nuevo Laredo, across 
the Rio Grahde, is to: be the scene of 
the peace negotiations with the revolu- 
tionists, and that Ministers Limantour 
and de la Barra and Gov. Dehesa of 
Vera Cruz, who was candidate for Vice 
President with Madero, are to represent 
President Diaz, with the further touch 
at that last moment that Sefior Liman- 
tour will send a substitute and remain 
in the capital with the President. 

Minister Addresses the Press. 

Sefior de la Barra-received a large’ 
number of representatives of the Mexi- 
can press this evening in the reception 
hall of the Foreign Office. It was the 
beginning of a policy which he an- 
nounced in Congress that the Govern- 
ment intended to pursue to get in 
closer touch with the press, and, by its 
aid, “with the people. 

He began a remarkably impressive 
speech by denouncing the murderers of 
the six Spaniards and ranchmen in the 
State of Puebla, a horrible occurrence, 
which became known here this after- 
noén. He stated that an hour before 
he had informed the Spanish Minister 
that whatever could be done would be; 
that the Government would make what 
amends lay in its power. He .cailed 
upon his listeners to forget all differ- 
ences and to"“denounce the perpetrators 
of these atrocious crimes. 

“These civil war times,” he said, 
“are sad enough and must necessarily 
be so; but the innocent foreigners and 
their families should not be drawn into 
our quarrels and should not suffer for 
our wrongs.” 

Uniess the nation as one man and 
the press as one paper denounced the 
crime that had been done by bandits in 
the name of liberty, he declared, irre- 
parable damage would be done to the 
reputation and standing of Mexicans as 
@ cultured people. 

Greater Hope of Peace. 

The Minister's speech was vibrant 
with emotion and made a great impres- 
sion upon all his hearers. 

In regard to the peace negotiations 
he went on to say that the armistice 
had been renewed for five days, and 
before the expiration of that time, he 
hoped to announce the basic principles 
upon which definitive negotiations 
would be continued. He hoped to-mor- 
row or next day to announce the names 
of the Federal Commissioners and the 
place of meeting. 

He essed to a feeling of growing

— Several 
American citizens, it is reported, have 
been attacked by revolutionary ‘bandits 
twenty-five miles from Durango, Mexico, 
and were believed to be in danger to-day, 
according to a report received by the 
State Department from Consul Freeman 
at Durapgo. Mounted Mexican soldiers 
were dispatched to their rescue. 

The department’ also was adyised that 
the Americans, including several women 
and children, who had been held prisoners 
at Alamo, are now free to leave that 
town, the insurrectos having deserted the 
Diace. All the Americans are unharmed. 

Sporadic outbreaks In the: States of 
Campeche, Sinaloa, Durango, and Mexi- 
ico, (near the town of Chalco,) and in 
the City of Puebla were reported:to the 
department. The news of the armistice, it 
is believed here, has not yet reached 
these places. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., April 26—Twenty-six 
Mexican Federal soldiers, wounded at the 
bettle of Agua Prieta, were placed in a 
special car attached to the regular train 
for Hermosillo, capital of Sonora, Mex- 
ico, sto-day. 

Permission had beén obtained from the 
State Department at Washington. 


MEXICQ CITY, April. 26.—Despite the 
armistice iIn-the north there is continued 
activity among the revolutionists in South 
and Centr exico. A great increase in 
the moyement is reported In the State of 
Guanajuato, where the rebel forces hold 
the Hacienda Solima, only fifteen miles 
from the State capital. In‘the State of 
México itself there is increasing trouble, 
for bands of insurrectos yesterday occu- 
pied the towns of Chalma and Malinaco, 
Acatian, a county seat and important 
commercial centre in the southern part 
of the State of Puebla, is also held by 
them despite efforts ta drive them out. 
Gen. Victorinax Huerto%has been ordered 
to the State of Guerrero with 500 men, 
infantry and artillery, to open a vigorous 
campaign against the rebels.

Declares Governor Acted Properly, but | 


After That Proceedings Were Illegal _ 
—Burns Refuses to Testify.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 26.—Impressions 
that the kidnapping charges brought 
against the involved in the removal 
of John J. McNamara from this city to 
Los Angeles were not really serious are 
not borne put by developments of to-day. 
Prshonutine Attorney Frank P. Baker and 
other lawyers declared that the Indiang 
law plainly’ made illegal the proceedings 
to take McNamara away to answer 
charges of. complicity in the blowing up 


of The Los Angeles Times. He indicated | he 


that he would press for indictments 
against William J. Burns, the detective; 
Walter Drew; of counsel for thé’ National 
Erectors’ Association, and W. J. Ford 
and J. A. G. Badorf of Los Angeles, who 
were held in heavy bail yesterday. It is 
also possible that Police Judge James A. 
Collins, who delivered McNamara into the 
hands of Burns’s men, willbe involved. 

It was said to-night that at least two 
members of the Grand Jury would stand 
out against indicting the men, but labor 
leaders declared that “if no indictments 
were brought they would file information 
in the criminal courts and force trials. 

Mr. Baker and others to-day cited the 
various sections of the'law bearing on the 
case, The statute under which Jolin J. 
Keegan, in behalf of the labor leader, 
filed the affidayits against Burns,-Drew, 
Ford, Badorf, nk P. Cox, and several 
John’ Does is Section 2,247 of Burns’s Re- 


vised Statutes -of Indiana, 1908, which 
reads: 

Whoever kidnaps or forcibly or fraudu- 
lently carries off, or decoys from any plece 
within this State, of arrests or imprisons 
any person, with the intention. of having 
such person carried away from any -place 
within this State, unless it be in pur- 
guance of the jaws of this State, or of the 
United States, is guilty of ‘:idnapping, 
and, on conviction, shall be fined not leas 
than $100 nor more than $5,000 and be tm- 
prisoned in the State prison not less than 
two years or more than fourteen years, 


Judge Had No Rights in Case. 


The theory of the prosecution is that the 
taking away of McNamara was not in 


ursuance of the laws of Indtana, or the 

Jnited States, because the law governing 
extradition was grossly violated. Mr. 
Baker does not question the action of Gov 
Marshall in honoring the requisition from 
California, but says the proceedings from 
that time on were wholly illegal. 

In the first place, he says, when McNa- 
mara was taken before Judge Collins for 
a hearing on the questi of identity it 
was the duty of Judge Collins to notify 
the Prosecuting Attorney before proceed- 
ing with the case. The section of the law 
governing such matter, he declares, was 
passed by the last Legislature, amending 
an act of 1905. It contains this provision: 

It. shall be the duty of such Justice and 
and City Judge to give the defendant an 
opportunity and time to employ counsel, if 
he so desires, and the Justice shal] also no- 
tify the Prokecuting Attorney or his deputy 
of the proceeding. if either of them is pres- 
ent wijhin the county; giving them an op- 
portunity to be present. 

Mr. Baker. says. neither he nor his. dep- 
uty was informed by Judge Collins of the 
Role ee Further he holds that Judge 

ollins. had no jurisdiction in the matter. 
Section 1,893 of Burns’s Revised Statutes 
says that in extraditi cases the Sheriff 
or constable making the arrest shall take 
the fugitive before the Circuit, Superior, 
or Criminal Court Judge of the State 
nearest and most convenient of access to 
the place where the arrest was made, 
nee ng in it gives authority to a City 

udge. 


Should Be Tried in Indiana, 
Mr. Baker also declares that the law 
was specifically violated in removing Mc- 
Namara to Los Angeles for trial, as the 


charges of complicity in the Los Angeles 
dynamiting case should have been brought 
here. He cited Section 1,882 of Burns's 
Revised Statutes on this point. It reads: 
Whoever with firearms, or by sending pol- 
gon or other thing or by other means kilis 
or Injures any person in another county, 

State, town, territory, or country, or who- 

ever gives a morta! blow or wound to any 

person who dies in another county, State, 
territory,, or country, shall be tried and 
punished in the county where the offender 

Was at the time the polson or other thing 

Was sent or the force was used or the 

wound or injury was inflicted. 

In the law governing extradition is 
found Section 1,899, which bears on this 
point. It says: 

No citizen or resident of this State shall 

be surrendéred under pretense of being a 

fugitive from justice from any other State 

or Tetritary, whee it shall be cleaiy made 
to appear to the court or Judge holding 
such examination that such a citizen or in- 
habitant whs im this State at the time of 
the alleged commission of he offense, and 
, Not in the State or Territory from which he 

etended to have fled—and in such case 

the court or Judge holding such examina- 

tion shall discharge the person arrested and 

forthwith report the facts to the Governor. 

“Under Section 1,882,” said Mr. Baker, 
“ McNamara should have been tried here, 
because it is well known he was in this 
city atthe time of. the Los Angeles ex- 
plosion, and that he was not in Califor- 
mia. Therefore he should not have been 
extradited at all.’ 

It is known that detectives tried to find 
evidence here that McNamara was out of 
Indianapolis at the time of the dynamit- 
ing at Los Angeles. They even looked 
into the dgte on which he took a fishi 
trip, but found it did not correspond wit 
the date of the explosion. : 

In his defense it is understood that Mr. 
Burns will take the pei that he did 
not know Judge Collins had no jurisdic- 
tion to hear the extradition proceedings; 
that he had no means of knowing the 
limitations on the jurisdiction of the court, 
and that when the court Ce ay juris- 
diction and ordered McNamMara to be 
turned over to the California agent he 
believed it was acting in a legal manner. 

In the case of Frank P. Fox, the auto- 
mobile man, who drove the machine in 
which McNamara was whirled out of the

BLIND YOUTH PLAY FOR HIM 


President Passes Out Through the 
Lines of Those Who “See” Him 
ae Not with Eyes.

‘Three hunGred blind children on the 
stage of the Metropolitan Opera House 
smiled and cheered when President Taft 
came among them t right to open for- 
mally the blind wor exhibition. He 
>| Spoke to-them and to enough of their 
‘\ triende who could ste to fill. the Opera 
House about the National problem of 
blindness and the support the work be- 
ing done in this city deserves from all 
goed citizens. 

‘A tion committee of blind men and 
women met the President™at the stage 
door and escorted Aim to a chair made 
especially for him by a blind workman. 
He listened to violin geélections by @ 
blind musician and te organ and vocal 
‘selections by blind aftists. While he spoke 
a blind stenographer *‘ took notes "’ on 4@ 
specially prepared machine, and after he 
had concludef he watchéd blind boys turn 
hand-springs and play leap-frog. 

The exhibit continue at the Opera 
House with a Bar and evening pro- 
grammes until ay. It was ar- 
ranged by Mise Holt, Secretary 
of the New York Association for the 
Blind, who sat at the President's left, 
and had entertained him at dinner be- 
fore the opening of the. exhibition. 

Capt. Archibald Butts, the President's 
aid; Commander de “Kay, representing 
Gov. Dix; Robert Fulton Cutting, Robert 
W. De Forest, Bishep Greer, J. P. Mor- 
gan, Jr., Frederick 3B. Pratt, Jacob 
Schiff, and Henry W. Taft ‘had geats 
near the President. Former Ambassador 
Joseph H. Choate presided. 

“This work,” sald Mr. Choate, “ was 
commenced in 1905 with $400 capital. 
Now it has grown until the President of 
our country 8 glad to lend it his sup- 
port and éncouragement. I assisted 
Mark Twain to conduct the first meeeting 
of the New York Association for the 
Blind, and in agsense this new era in <he 
treatment of the biind is a tribute to 
Mark Twain.” ‘ 


Taft Suriles on Choate. 

The President, who had beamed broad- 
ly upon the audience as Mr, Choate intro- 
duced him, allowed the smile to play upon 
the former Ambassador before beginning 
his serious comments. “I always did like 
Mr. Choate’s mellifiuous tones,’’ he said. 
“It helps along in the discharge of the 
Presidential duty to take a. little vaca- 
tion now, and then, and come to New 
York to help along some good cause. And 
it is always pleasant, after I arrive, to 
find that. no enterprise looking to the 
good of mankind is complete without Mr. 
Choate. I enjoy him both in anticipation 
and retrospection. 

“TI am glad to lend my voice in aid and 
in praise of the work which has been done 
for the last four years under the auspites |; 
of the New York Association for the 
Blind. Thé 108s of that sense which en- 
ables us to see, to réad, to write, to walk, 
to rejoice in the rising sun and marve?r in 
the beauty ofthe setting sun, to know day 
from night, t look into the Universe of 
countless worlds, is a deprivation the very 
thought of which is our hearts and 
brings tears to our es for those thus 
afflicted. Without thought we class them 
all amo the helpless and necessary ob- 
jects of c arity. We segregate them from 
the world at large, we put them in expen- 
sive asylums, we farnish them with)..food 
and clothing, and then with a ri cea we 
consign them to & life of hibernation, 
deadening monotany, of helpless and Hg 
legs existence withinya windowless tomb. 

“T- understand the object of this as- 
sociation -to he to introduce light into 
the Iffe of the “blind by work, to give 
them happiness by manual and intellect- 
ual_activity, to maintain their Independ- 
ence and self- by enabling them to 
contribute to their own support, and to 
enable them to forget their affliction by 
association and by sharing-their thoughts 
ani interests with those who see, 

‘The helpless condition of the blind led 
to an effort to aasist and educate them 
as early as the seventeenth century in 
Italy, but it was not until 1785, in the 
time of Louis XVI., that the first intelll- 
gent steps were iken toward their re- 
lief. In the ne goose effort was 
made in Zngland in this direction; and 
in the early part of the nineteenth century 
institutions were founded in Massachu- 
setts, New York, and Pennsylvania for 
the aid of the sightless. I think it was 
here, rather than in~ Burope, that the 
first movement originated to help. the 
blind by helping to help themselves. 
But it ne ¢ eabdnest initiation of 
the movement has resulted in this 
New York m for the Blind to 
out thé most intelligent efforts to- 
the amelioration of the cruel fate 
of those who. live in eternal night. 


Prevention and Education. 


“In the first placé, this assbciation has 
directed its attention to the prevention of 
blindness. The statistics seem to show. 
thet from 25 per cent. to 50 per cent. of 
the present blindness is preventable; that 
infantile ophthalmia,; which ensues on the 
birth of the child. may be completely 
cured by the administration of a very 
simple remedy. The successful efforts ot

blindness to carry. Miss Holt has called 
me here, and I have responded, because 
such is the nature ofthe work she is 
doing that she is entitled to the voice of

From.Hejen Keller, who could not come 
to the exhibition, Miss Winifred Holt read 
a ictter of greeting in which the famous 
blind girl praised the work of the associa- 
tion, and s&id also:

Kennedy has a claim of $136,407, the 
amount of State funds on deposit when 
the Carnegie closed. The city’s claim was 
$650,000.

Had Been Sought Since November, 
1905, on a Murder Charge. . 


“Biff” Ellison, arrayed in a silk hat 
and evening clothes, and looking Mke a 
prosperous banker or broker, was picked 
up by Central Office Detectives Quay 
and Savage in Columbus Circle last night 
and taken to Headquarters a prisoner on 
a bench warrant issued on Dec, 20, 1905, 
charging Ellison with the murder of 
James Harrington on Necy. 23 of that 
year.. Ellison was surprised when the 
detectives approached him last night, 
but made no resistance. At Headquarters 
he declined to discuss his case or send 
word to friends, and went to a cell un- 
complainingly.

THE QUESTION OF MOROCCO. 

It is a little more.than five years 
since the affairs of: Morocco were set- 
tléd. by the confererice and “act” of 
Algeciras, to -which a baker’s dozen of 
the rulers of the Powers of the world 
were committed. They were a varied 
group, from his. Majesty the German 
Emperor, in the narne of the German 
Empire, and his Majesty the King of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of all the British Do- 
minions beyond the Seas, Emperor of 
India and the plain Presidents of the 
Republics of France and the United 
States to his Majesty. the Sultan of 
Morocco. “They solemnly declared ‘that 
they had assembled their representa- 
tives “‘inspired by the interest attach- 
ing itself to the reign of. order, peace, 
and prosperity in Morocco,” to be 
reached by reforms “based on the 
triple principle of: the sovereignty and 
independence of his Majesty the Sultan 
of- Morocco, the integrity of his do- 
mains and economic liberty without any 
inequality.” The practical outcome of 
this impressive enterprise recalls the 
ory of the street.vendors in Cairo: “ In 
the name of the Prophet, figs?” 

There is nor. “order” nor “ peace ” 
nor.. “prosperity” in Morocco. His 
Majesty the Sultan of Morocco has béen 
chased from the country. Spain, at the 
end of a defensive war, has secured 
her possession of the Melilla district 
by a convenient extension. France, 
from the base of Casablanca on the 
Atlantic and from the Algerian border 
on the east, has found it necessary to 
strengthen her hold and advance her 
outposts. The integrity of the Sultan's 
domains is a vanishing quality and his 
sovereignty and independence is a good 
deal of a tiction. The present, titular 
wearer of the title is besieged in his 
capital and owes his life to a French 
commandant of artillery, who has re- 
peatedly beaten back the tribesmen by 
whose hordes Fez is _ surrounded. 
Meanwhile French forces are being 
hurried out from Marseilles, and French 
troops are advancing from the Alge- 
rian, boundary. 

The fact is that the “act” of Alge- 
ciras was practically a device for set- 
tling, not the affairs of Morocco, but 
the disturbances which had been stirred 
up in Europe with the condition of 
Morocco as a pretext. It was not what 

was done or left undone in the north- 
western corner of Africa that the diplo- 
matists were concerned with; it was 
the attitude that Germany had taken 
and the menace involved to the peace 
of. Burope. On this point much was 
accomplished.

THE AMERICAN TERCENTENARY OF 
THE ENGLISH BIBLE. 

Rosert Hoer’s Gutenberg Bible, sold 
at a great price, is of worth because it 
reminds us that we live in.the old and 
wise age of the world, not in ita awk- 
ward beginnings. We are the trus an- 
cients, Sir Francts Bacon cried, let us 
reshape our young and crude heritages. 
The impulse of that thought, born of 
Scriptural prophecies, was shaking the 
world in a rebirth when the .men of 
genius under King James produced the 
English Bible of 1611. It. was’ part of 
the age of discovery, of world-wide 
conquest. It sent the Pilgrims across 
the Atlantic and founded this democ- 
racy. President Tart and King Grorc» 
made it the subject of thelr messages 
to the meeting Tuesday night: at Car- 
negie Hall. Not more signally than in 
ba existence of the American Republic 
is manifest that spirit, embodied in 
Scriptural phrases, that tended to act- 
uate, in Prof. Coox’s expressive lan- 
guage, “effort and struggle of many 
kinds, and to open out into arts and 
civilizations of which the Hebrew never 
dreamed.” 

It was the spirit e the Hebrew gen- 
lus, lyrical in its intensity, but univer- 
sal in its appeal to all nations and to 
high and low among mankind, that in- 
spired the dissemination of its message 
to the English-speaking peoples. To 
them it was the bud of the herb of civ- 
ilization, the spring of a new day, the 
trumpet of a. prophecy. The -story of- 
the Creation and of the origin of men 
seemed to them but a point of depart- 
ure in the forward vision of the reveal- 
ing mysteries of the Maker, surprising 
their beholders into psalms of exulta-

that do arrive, and therefore do we hasten 
to say again that if his unquestionable 
legislative efficiency has the result of 
decreasing the number of revolvers 
owned, as well as the number of those 
carried in the pockets of ‘citizens timid 
or truculent, he will have used it to 
good purpose, And we won't spoil the 
praise by adding—“for once.” 

What the Senator's bill provides is for 
an extension of the present system of 
“ permits *’ for pistol-carrying, issued by 
the police, so as.to cover. the whole do- 
main of concealable weapons; and to let 
nobody have them who has not obtained, 
for good reason given, a license ffom a 
Magistrate. He would also make the 
dealers in firearms restrict their sales to 
persons shewing a license to buy them, 
and require the keeping of a record of all 
such transactions. 

Whether the reform should go quite #0 
far as to require official permission for 
having & purely defensive weapon in one’s 
own home has been questioned by some 
of the legislators, but it is not easy to 
see any serlous or even valid objection to 
it, for to secure the necessary license 
would not bea hardship. The fact is that 
revolvers are an effective means of de- 
fense for comparatively few people, and 
their possession probably adds to, rather 
than decreases, the danger of the aver- 
age householder. In.a fight with a pre- 
pared and desperate burglar, he is little 
lixely to do harm to the intruder and 
very likely to suffer it. 

As for the number of people who have 
@ good or even colorable excuse for car- 
rying a revolver about the streets of a 
policed city, that is very small—vastly 
smalier than the number of those who 
do it. The licensing system, too, would 
be a source of some revegue, but the 
Smaller the better, since: its diminution 
would indicate the ‘abandonment of a 
habit only innocent in exceptional cases 
and vicious in most. Of special im- 
portance ‘s the requirements of Senator 
SULLIVAN’s bill with respect to the deal- 
ers. While they remain free to sell pis- 
tols to anybody able to pay for them, 
other restrictions will be evaded with 
practical unanimity and impunity by just 
the persons upon whom it is most desir- 
able that the restrictions should apply. 

Senator, SULLIVAN seems to have con- 
vineed his fellow-Senators that his bill is 
@ good one, for they have advanced it to 
the order of final passage. It cannot too 
soon become a law.

This being the 
case, it seems probable that the old rule 
of eight miles an-hour, and ‘four miles 
going. around corners, is still in force, 
and how grest a difference there’‘is be- 
tween. “In force” and “enforced” is 
bri¥iantly demonstrated all day long in 
every one of our better frequented streets 
and avenues, 

Bight miles is.an impracticable limit, 
and it isn’t enforced because it ‘cannot 
be enforced without inflicting intolerable 
delays on the city traffic. .But the “ safe 
and: proper " ordinance is not a very hope- 
ful one, either. It. would create endless 
dispute. betweem the police and the auto- 
mobilists they arrested, and, anyway, as 
it stands, the ordinance is not an ordi- 
nance at all, but the delegating of legis- 
lative power to an executive official.

BROOKLYN UNIVERSITY. 


It Would Encourage Brooklyn’s High 
School Graduates to Enter College. 


To the Editor of The New York Timés: 

The ‘Vanderveer Park Taxpayers’ Association 
has strongly indorsed the Brooklyn University 
plan, How much auch an institution is needed 
has already been abundantly demonstrated. It 
may, however, interest thése gentlemen to 
know the relative’ number going to college 
from their excellently ‘manned and equipped 
Erasmus Hall High School, as compared with 
the number who go from high schools in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx to higher institutions of 
learning. ‘The Regents’ Reports of 1910 state 
that Erasmus ‘Hall, with 4,260 students ei- 
rolled, sent to college 31. At the same time 
the De Witt Cfinton High School, having 
only 2,757 students, sent to college 74; the 
Wadleigh High School, with 8,187 students, 
had 40 entering college, and the Stuyvesarit 
High School, with only 2,008 students, Iss 
than half the number at Erasmus Hall, sent 
86 graduates to college, five more than the 
Flatbush institution: The Morris High School 
im the Bronx, attended by 8,500 students, sent 
56 to college. - * 

The discrepancy certainly is striking; and 
must inevitably arouse curiosity. Erasmus 
Hall is admittedly in the front rank in or- 
ganization, in instruction, in.equipment. Its 
authorities do not discourage its graduates 
from going to college, It probably draws its 
students from families in fair citcumstances 
to a greater extent than any other high school 
in Greater New York. They can doubtless, in 
the great majority of cases, afford to go to 
college. Why do they not do so? The answer 
ean ifo only in the iack of sufficiently alluring 
college attractions in Brooklyn. 

Our local colleges, although they are doing 
excellent work, do not present the fascinating 
exterior that is necessary to turn the atten- 
tion of young people persistently toward them. 
‘Were Brooklyn once roused to do its duty in 
providing for such institutions as Adelphi 
College, and in organizing them into a great 
university, furnishing the equipment which 
should make this centre of intellectual life 
compare favorably with any university in the 
land, can any one doubt that ‘Erasmus Hall 
would, on the basig of merely its present at- 
tendance, be sending not 81, but 100 students 
annually to get the advantage of contact with 
the best that has been thought in the world?

Baggage Dutles. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If I understand correctly the regulation? re- 
cently issued with respect to the examination 
of baggage, certain articles’ purchased abroad 
are to be admitted free of duty, while other 
articles are to be considered 4utiable, even 
though the total purchases made by the trav- 
eler abroad do not exceed $100. The customs 
tariff provides: 

Section 708. That im the case of residents 
of the United States returning from abroad 
all wearing apparel and other personal ef- 
fects taken by them out of the United 
States to foreign countries shall be ad- 
mitted free of duty without ‘regard to their 
value upon their identity being established 
vnder appropriate rules and regulations to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but no more than $100 in value of 
articles purchased abroad by such residents 
of the United States shall be admitted free 
of duty upon their return. 

The language of the tariff appears to pro- 
vide for ‘‘appropriate rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ’’ with: respect to Items taken out of the 
United States and brought back again, but in 
respect to the exemption of articles purchased 
to the extent of $100 I do not understand 
the justification for a classification into items 
which may” be admitted free and items on 
which duty may be charged. Can you explain?

WORRY OVER CHURCH LEVIES 


Many Charitable Institutions Also 
Aroused Over City Assessments. 


Ministers, lay officers of churches, and 
trustees of private charitable institutions 
in the city are much agitated over the 
prospective advertisement for-sale by the 
Controller of pafcels of property owned by 
their organizations for arrears in assess- 
ments.

BOND MARKET BROADENS 


Erlarged Demand for High-Grade Is- 
sues—increasing Quiet In — 
Steel Trade. 


At the opening of the market yester- 
day prices receded from those prevail- 
ing at the close of the previous day; 
with United States Steel suffering the 
loss of a substantial fraction over night. 
This movement reflected the. influence 
of the corporatign’s quarterly statement, 
which revealed earnings considerably 
smaller than had been expected, although 
this unfavorable feature was modified 
by the, fact that the March earnings 
showed a large recovery from the Janu- 
ary figures. After the first selling move- 
ment had run its course the market 
strengthened, and with relatively few ex- 
ceptions the closing prices of the ses- 
sion, after a day of light trading, showed 
fractional net gains. One of the excep- 
tions to this movement was Amalgamat- 
ed Copper, which earlier in the week 
had advanced more rapidly than the rest 
of the list. A further contraction in the 
steel trade during the past week was the 
noteworthy feature of the usual trade 
reviews issued yesterday. The Steel 
Corporation is now operating 67 per cent 
of its blast furnace capacity, and finish- 
ing mills in most lines have lowered their 
rate of production.. Commenting on the 
Steel Corporation's showing for the 
March quarter The Iron Age says that 
the figures show that: an important per- 
centage of the business done during the 
first three months of the year was based 
on, export prices. The 60 cents per ton 
reduction in thé price of fron ore does not 
appear to have stimulated purchases in 
the face’of the fact that merchant fur- 
naces are supplied with ore for a long 
time ahead. —~ 

Much less perfunctory than the deal- 
ings in the stock market were the 
transactions in the bond department, 
where further advances were recorded on 
a substantially increased volume of trad- 
ing. Both the Stock Exchange dealings 
in bonds and the over-the-counter sales 
indicated a broadening of the demand 
for bonds, which is a most gratifying 
development. It is noteworthy that this 
demand is making itself felt almost en- 
tirely for high grade issues, which are 
being purchased by institutions, and on 
a smaller scale by individuals. Thus 
continued ease in money i!s having its 
logical effect upon the investment mar- 
kets. A small fraction was added to 
the previous high record of New York 
City 4%s, and improvement was also 
noted in the prices of other New York 
City issues. One of the influences in 
this market appears to be thé law pro- 
posed at Albany, which would require 
deposits of city money to be secured by 
city bonds. To the extent to which this 
igs a factor in the situation the position 
of the bonds is being artificially influ- 
enced. It is clear, however, from the 
general movement of the bond market 
that genuine investment demand is show- 
ing substantial improvement. 

The upward movement in cotton con- 
tinued yesterday and: the new crop op- 
tions were carried forward with the old 
crop months. Wheat and corn were 
both higher, export demand for wheat 
being a factor ‘in the day’s grain mar- 
kets.
